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determining whether the infonnation is more ret^entthan a copy of the 
infonnatlon stored on the server; 

updating the copy of the infonrnation with th^ uploaded information, if it is 
detem^ined that the uploaded information is more recent; 

manipulation the information at the server; and 

downloading the manipulated infonnation from the server to the second 
apparatus for storage in a second databa^ (1 24) of the second apparatus for use in the 
second apparatus, 

wherein the manipulated information can l^e automatically entered and updated 
into the second database for use by an application in the second apparatus requiring a 
predetermined data format regardless of communication compatibility between the first

apparatus for use in the f/rst apparatus, and the server accessible by a second 
apparatus that is remote from the first apparatus and the server; 

enabling to det^mnine whether the infonnation is more recent than a copy of the 
information stored on/the server; 

updating the copy of the information with the uploaded infonnation. if it is 
determined that the uploaded Information is more recent;

1 1 . (Once Amended) A method tor transfem'ng data in a database of a first 
mobile temnlnal to a second mobile terrninal, comprising: 

providing a common server ac&esslbie to a first mobile tenninal and a second 
mobile tenninal, the temnlnals beinrf remote from each other and the sen/er» the first 
mobile terminal having at least a flfst application and associated first database for use In 
the first mobile tenminal, and tfie second mobile terminal having at least a second 
application and associated second database for use in the second mobile tenninal; 

uploading data from the first application's first database to the common server; 
associating the data with a particular user; 
detemnlning a formay required by the particular user; 
converting the uploaded data to oonfonn to the format; 
downloading the convert^ data automatically into the second database for use by the 
second application. 
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
